Hopk;iu 182J'-Mr. Card, 187 i scattering 


Owing to" a''mistake in the copy, the 


llepresentativca' names on the Republican 
tickets were not numbered, which, accord- 
ing to the Statute, is necessary. 
When 


these tickets ifar.a'placed in the hands of 
the Mayor and Aldermen to count, they 
having , received not:ce of the objection 
ureed agflinsf them, deferred their decision 
n the matter until they had consulted 
eminent legal authority, by whom they 
-were advised;to; throw out the Republican 
tickets, which course they finall) pursued, 
and thus decked Mr. Van Zandt elected, 
by a majority' of 127. 


Had these.tticktts been counted. Mr. 


Van Zandt, although lie received the larg- 
est number of votes cast for any one candi- 
date, would have been obliged to come 
before thd people again to secure his elec- 
tion. Had he been here at that time, he 
would no doubt have preferred a neiv '.rial i 
but he was absent with his parents in 
Brooklyn, where he had been confined for 
weeks with'"an illness from which hi;
